NOTES IN SEASON. 

J. B. Lippincott Company are making 
rapid progress in the publication of John 
Bassett Moore’s exhaustive collection and edi¬ 
tion of the “Works of James Buchanan.” 
Volume seven was issued as recently as the 
first of June, and now volume eight appears 
this week. The publishers hope to have the 
whole edition complete in twelve volumes. 


Dodd, Mead & Co. have just ready Dr. 
William Hanna Thomson’s new book, “What 
is Phvsical Life?” which promises to be an 


epoch-making book. The author deals with 
such subjects as the present status of the 
Darwinian theory, reproduction and heredity, 
the unicellular micro-organisms, the most an¬ 
cient and still the largest division of the liv¬ 
ing kingdom, the metazoa, or the multi¬ 
cellular forms of life, the food question, in¬ 
ternal adaptation to environment, and some¬ 
thing as to ourselves. 

G. P. Putnam’s Sons publish this week, 
apropos of the Paine centenary, a one-volume 
edition of Moncure D. Conway’s “Life of 
Thomas Paine,” originally published, in two 
Tolumes, in 1892, when it was welcomed by 
historical critics as the definitive Paine biog¬ 
raphy. They have also just ready a reprint 
of “The Economic Interpretation of History, 
containing the substance of lectures delivered 
at Oxford University in 1887, by James E. 
Thorold Rogers, M.P. They have in prepar¬ 
ation a new novel by Myrtle Reed, entitled 
“Old Rose and Silver.” 

H. M. Caldwell Company have among 
their choice holiday books a series of twenty, 
entitled The Belgravia Seines of Art Mono - , 
graphs, edited by Selwyn Brinton, whose 
“Bartolozzi and His Pupils in England” is the 
first volume. The second is ‘ Color Prints of 
Japan, by Edward Fairbrother Strange, of 
the Victoria and Albert Museum, and the 
third, “The Illustrators of Montmarte,” by 
Frank L. Emanuel. Some of the volumes will 
exhibit the art of a single city, as Venice or 
London; some of a single artist, as Whistler 
or Rodin. All are to be bound both in Per¬ 
sian and in velvet calf and are to be boxed. 

D. Appleton & Co. publish this week in 
their Library of Useful Stories “The Story 
of Oil,” bv W. S. Tower. In this book, which 
carries numerous illustrations, the author 
tells the full history of petroleum. At first 
there is the historical treatment, stating how 
the oil was known and used in ancient tunes 
and by various nations, and in what various 
forms. There follows the narration of the 
beginning of the oil industry in America and 
other countries, and the rapid and phenom¬ 
enal growth of the product through all of 
it.-, various refinements. 1 here is a chapter 
on the great Standard Oil Company and its 
growth. 

Charles Scribner’s Sons will publish 
shortlv a “Life of Friedrich List,” by Marga¬ 
ret E.’ Hirst, late scholar of Newnham Col¬ 
lege. Cambridge. This biography includes 
List’s “Outlines of American Political Econ¬ 
omy,” and has an introduction .by F. W. Hirst, 
editor of The Economist. Friedrich List has 
been described as the Cobbett of tariff reform. 
He was the founder of the German Zollverein 
and a strong advocate of the American sys¬ 
tem of protection. The present volume of 
memoirs is one of the first of the kind to 
come within reach of the American reader. 
In its preparation access has been had to an 
interesting collect ion of List’s paper s and 
manuscripts among the municipal archives at 
Reutlingen. List’s native town, and from these 
papers and other sources a complete account 
is given of List’s English and American ex¬ 
periences.

A SIX MONTHS' REVIEW OF THE 
BOOKTRADE. 

The six months which are drawing to a 
I close as we go to press have been full of 
I profit to the booktrade and of promise for 
I the future. The holiday trade of the season 
I of 1908-1909 held its own well into the new 
I year, and the “seasonal" trade was surpris- 
I ingly good. The dealers who anticipated the 
I various anniversaries that have occurred since 
I January i were in many reported instances re- 
I warded for their enterprise beyond expecta- 
I tion - All of which proves that the wide- 
I awake bookseller who starts early is bound 
I to catch the worm, though it may at first 
I seem to be only a lean worm. Those who 
have followed the talks at the recent conven- 
I tion of the American Booksellers' Associa^ 

I tion may possibly have learned with chagrin 
that the success of the bookseller in these 
I days depends upon but very trifling things— 

I upon the sale of many things that are not at 
all related to the selling: of books; but inas- 
I much as the life of any business depends upon 
by-products, whether it be the sale of drift- 
wood or in the output of an extra amount of 
courtesy or the accommodating, within the 
I bounds of reason, of the chance customer in 
whatever manner the demand may be put, it 
behooves the bookseller to be on the lookout 
how he may increase his business—if only 
penny by penny. 

Despite the cry of “hard times’’ that is 


heard early every year, the book auction sales 
for the past six months have been unusually 
successful. The average price has been 
higher than ever and the grand total greater 
than in any other season. For the first three 
months more records were made in the New 
\ ork, Boston ana Philadelphia auction rooms 
than for the same period for many years; 
indeed, ft is estimated that up to February i 
no less than 1200 new records for rarities 
had been made in one auction room alone. 
And the auction room always is an index to 
the temper of bookbuyers. 

The outlook for the next six months is full 
of hope. Many books that both here and in 
Engl an a were laid over at the close of 1908, 
either because they had been unduly delayed 
or because it was not deemed advisable to 
push them then, are to be brought to the fore 
during the next three months. Besides these, 
the publishing trade is busy turning out new 
material that promises to contain much of 
lasting merit. In the competitive field, much 
that is startling in the way of long sets is 
looming upon the horizon to keep the trade 
either hustling or guessing. All in all, how¬ 
ever, the look ahead is as promising as the 
account of the trade from January until now 
has been profitable. 

Publishers should note the fact that the 
new copyright code becomes effective on 
Thursday next, July 1. The Copyright Office 
will furnish, on application, the new blank 
forms, which will be found most comprehen¬ 
sive and convenient. The affidavit which is 
now required for books and periodicals is in¬ 
cluded with the general form. The notice is 
practically the old short form Copyright, or, 
Copr., with name and year. Full directions 
are to be found in Copyright Office circular 
33a, reprinted in The Publishers’ Weekly 
for May 1, 1909. 


LITTLE, BROWN & CO. TO REMOVE 
TO BEACON HILL. 

Little, Brown & Company will in a short 
w C1 i business 0 from the location 
thp^p'nrwt ^ ashl ^ t0n Street, with which 
the* their predecessors, the old Boston 
° f , Hdliard, Gray & Co., have been 
identified for upwards of a century. 

Charles C. Little and James Brown, from 

rllT* th T ?.P. res / ? nt Arm derives its name, suc¬ 
ceeded Hilliard, Gray & Co. in 1837. The 
budding which they have so long occupied, 
the second on the site, was erected by Har- 
vard College r 1857. In the early forties of 

firm nf n pvir h o e c tUry the noted Publishing 
firm of Phillips & Sampson, of which William 
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Lee was at one time a partner, occupied the 
second floor over Little, Brown & Company’s 
store. The location and its immediate neigh¬ 
borhood gathered for a long time the bulk of 
the publishing and bookselling business of 
Boston. Nearly opposite, at the corner of 
School Street, was for many years the fa¬ 
mous house of Ticknor & Fields, and a few 
doors south of them T. O. H. Perry Burnham 
had his noted antiquarian bookstore. At 
one time, two doors from Little, Brown & 
Company’s, were E. P. Dutton & Co., who 
afterwards removed their business to New 
York. Other noted houses in the neighbor¬ 
hood were Lee & Shepard, Crosby & Nichols, 
A. Williams & Co., who occupied the “Old 
Corner,” at one time Ticknor & Field’s store, 
Gould & Lincoln, Crocker & Brewster, and 
Munroe & Francis. Cornhill, near by, fairly 
swarmed with book shops. 

But time brings about many changes. Some 
of these houses no longer exist, and others 
have one by one departed from the old book 
centre and transferred their business to other 
locations, so that this vicinity is no longer 
distinguished, as it once was, as the book 
centre of Boston. 

In their turn, yielding to the necessity of 
obtaining adequate accommodations for their 
large and constantly increasing publishing 
business, and separate offices for its various 
departments— a need of to-day not felt in 
the conduct of business some years ago— 
Little, Brown & Company have acquired the 
property at No. 34 Beacon Street, corner of 
Beacon and Joy Streets, a few doors from the 
State House, extending back on Joy Street to 
Joy Place, to which they expect to remove 
early in the autumn. Beacon Plill is already 
a favorite location for publishers and book¬ 
sellers. A few doors from the new quarters 
of Little, Brown & Compony are Ginn & Co., 
one of the largest educational publishing 
houses in New England, and Houghton Mif¬ 
flin Co., who have for years been situated but 
a short distance away on Park Street. The 
American Unitarian Association occupies a 
building on Beacon Street opposite the State 
Flouse. The Congregational Sunday School 
and Publishing Society’s premises are nearby, 
and the American Baptist Publication So¬ 
ciety are about to move to Ashburton Place. 

In their new quarters Little, Brown & 
Company will have ample facilities for con¬ 
ducting their publishing business, together 
with a law sales rooms and a department for 
the sale of fine books at retail.

THE AMERICAN NEWS COMPANY IN 
PARK PLACE. 

For the third time since it was organized 
the American News Company has changed 
its habitat, locating this time in the seven- 
story building at 11 to 15 Park Place, run¬ 
ning north to Murray Street, which has been 
made over to suit the purposes of its enor¬ 
mous and growing business. The building 
has been modernized in every respect. The 
finish throughout is in golden oak, and each 
floor is plentifully supplied with light and 
fresh air. 

The distribution of the various departments 
of the business will be as follows: First floor, 
retail periodical department ,* second floor, gen¬ 
eral offices of the American News Company; 
third floor, book department; fourth floor, 
manager’s offices, together with those of his 
assistants, cashier’s office, bookkeepers’ office 
and the post-card department; fifth floor, sta¬ 
tionery department; sixth floor, country pe¬ 
riodical department, catalogue department 
and stationery stock room; seventh floor,, 
shipping department and stationery stock 
room. Beneath the street level is a cellar, 
and beneath that a sub-eellar. The first wilt 
be occupied by the department of returned' 
goods in connection with the periodical de¬ 
partment, and the latter by a store-room for 
stationery, books, wrapping paper, etc. 

It is expected that the change will be en¬ 
tirely made and the various departments set¬ 
tled in their new quarters by July 1. The 
work is being carried on as rapidly as circum¬ 
stances will permit, certain of the depart¬ 
ments already being in operation in the Park 
Place building. With this change, the carry¬ 
ing on of the enormous amount of routine 
and detail work connected with the great 
business done by the American News Com¬ 
pany will be facilitated in every respect and 
there will be greater comfort and convenience- 
for all employees. 

The fact that the business of the company 
has been carried on throughout this change 
iu location practically without interruption is 
a credit to those having it in charge. 

The American News Company came into* 
existence on February 1, 1864, through the- 
union of the interests of Henry Dexter, John 
Hamilton, S. W. Johnson and Patrick Far- 
relly and Tousey & Co., at the time the great¬ 
est news distributors in the country. They 
established themselves as The American News. 
Company at 119 and 121 Nassau Street—121 
Nassau having formerly been Mr. Tousey’s 
location. The first officers of the company 
were Sinclair Tousey, president; Henry Dex¬ 
ter, vice-president; S. W. Johnson, treasurer, 
and J. Hamilton and P. Farrelly, superin¬ 
tendents. 

The new organization began its career with 
all the advantages which accrued to it from 
a large capital, increased facilities of business 
and the high personal reputation and wide 
experience of the gentlemen who composed it. 
Pioneers in the American news agency enter¬ 
prise, each had fought his way up from the 
very beginning to the topmost round of the 
business which each one by his individual 
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exertion had done so much to systematize, 
develop and dignify. It was a rare union of 
the various qualities of mind and experience 
necessary to the formation of a representative 
news agency, as has been amply proved by the 
harmonious working and wonderful success 
of their operations ever since. 

Year by year the business grew and pros¬ 
pered despite violent opposition and virulent 
abuse. Steadily the enormous machine, stead¬ 
ily cumulating effort, every hour forged ahead, 
leaving success in its wake. In March, 1877, 
the company took possession of their hand¬ 
some new building at 39-41 Chambers Street, 
on the site of what was once Burton’s Thea¬ 
tre, and what was afterwards used as the 
United States Court building, running back 
to Reade Street. The building had a frontage 
of seventy-five feet on both streets. The 
Chambers street front was of Philadelphia 
brick, trimmed with corners of Concord gran¬ 
ite, in Romanesque style, and was surmounted 
by the happy design, sculptured in heroic size, 
of a newsboy crying his papers, on the base of 
which was carved the date, 1876, the year 
when ground was broken for the building. 
This figure of the newsboy has been repro¬ 
duced in duplicate and now graces the top 
of the new building on Park Place, which 
otherwise is without decoration, presenting 
only a plain brown stone front. 


EDWARD EVERETT HALE’S BOOKS. 

Dr. Edward Everett Hale’s death has 
called attention to the number of his pub¬ 
lishers. Ticknor & Fields and all the meta¬ 
morphoses of the firm brought out his stories, 
and Ploughton Mifflin Company published his 
“James Russell Lowell and His Friends” in 
1899. In 1900 Little, Brown & Co. issued a 
ten-volume edition containing practically all 
of his best-known books, including his famous 
“The Man Without a Country” and “In His 
Name,” “Ten Times One,” “The Brick 
Moon,” “Philip Nolan’s Friends,” “A New 
England Boyhood,” “How to Do It,” “Ad¬ 
dresses and Essays on Subjects of History, 
Education, and Government,” “Sybaris,” and 
“How They Lived at Hampton,” and “Poems 
and Fancies.” Lothrop, Lee & Shepard Com¬ 
pany still keeps on its list the Family Flight 
series which he and Miss Susan Hale wrote 
together, and also his “Story of Massachu¬ 
setts” and “Boys’ Heroes.” The Lend a Hand 
Society published many pamphlets of his, and 
one of his last “introductions” was written 
for “The First True Gentleman,” published 
by John W. Luce & Co. 


HOUSE OF SEVEN GABLES SOLD. 

“The House of the Seven Gables,” at 
Salem, Mass., around which Nathaniel Haw¬ 
thorne wove one of his best known and most 
characteristic tales, has been purchased by 
Mrs. George R. Emmerton, and will be turned 
into a house for settlement work. 

The house was built in 1662 and originally 
had seven gables. In remodelling it some 
forty years ago most of these gables were 
removed and much modernized, but the places 
where the seven gable windows were are 
easily discernible to-day on the inside. 


THE McGRAW-HILL BOOK COMPANY. 

The Book Department of the McGraw 
Publishing Company and the Hill Publishing 
Company have consolidated under the corpo¬ 
rate name of the McGraw-Hill Book Com¬ 
pany, with offices after July 1 at 239 West 
Thirty-ninth Street, New York. This con¬ 
solidation brings together two of the most 
active publishers of technical books in the 
country. The new company takes over the 
book departments of both houses with a list 
of about 250 titles, both industrial and college 
text-books, covering all lines of engineering. 
It will continue as well the retail, importing 
and jobbing business of the two houses. 

The officers of the new company are: presi¬ 
dent, John A. Hill; vice-president, James H. 
McGraw; treasurer, Edward Caldwell, and 
secretary, Martin M. Foss. Mr. Hill is head 
of the Hill Publishing Company, which con¬ 
trols The American Machinist , The Engineer¬ 
ing and Mining Journal and Power and The 
Engineer. Mr. McGraw is head of the Mc¬ 
Graw Publishing Company, which issues the 
Electrical World. Electric Railway Journal 
and The Engineering Record. Mr. Caldwell 
has been manager of the McGraw Book De¬ 
partment for several years and Mr. Foss 
manager of the Hill Book Department. 


PEARSON’S BOOK PUBLISHING 
SCHEME. 

C. T. Brainard, who has been in the pub¬ 
lishing business in New York for the last 
twelve years, on the first of June disposed of 
his interests in the publishing business of C. 
T. Brainard and the Harcourt Bindery, which 
he has been conducting at 425 Fifth Avenue 
for the last four or five years, to connect him¬ 
self with a publishing enterprise conducted 
under the auspices of Pearson’s Magazine. 

Mr Brainard started in the book business 
with the old firm of Peale & Hill, and was 
with them until they dissolved their business. 
Then he became identified with the New York 
World , later with the New York Times, and 
still later with the Mail and Express. Then 
he wrote advertising for the “book clubs” of 
the Wanamaker stores, and became identified 
as the advertising and sales manager for the 
firm of Merrill & Baker, which position he 
held for seven or eight years, later going into 
business for himself, with H. L. Chatman, of 
Boston, as silent partner. 

It is the purpose of the Pearson Publishing 
Co. to establish a book department, making 
sets of books, one for the subscription book 
trade and one for the trade. They have sev- 
etal sets of plates now under way, the two 
most important of which are a complete set of 
Maupassant and a complete set of Flaubert. 
The subscription book edition of the Mau¬ 
passant will be in seventeen octavo volumes, 
illustrated with many photogravures to the 
volume, as well as marginal drawings, deco¬ 
rative head and tail-pieces and specially- 
designed initial letters. The trade edition will 
be in ten octavo volumes, printed upon thin¬ 
ner paper, one photogravure to the volume, 
many full-page half-tones, initial letters, head 
and tail-pieces, etc. 

The Flaubert will be made practically on 
the same lines as the Maupassant, with the 
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exception that the subscription edition will be 
in ten volumes and the trade edition in five 
volumes. Both these sets of books will be on 
the market by the 15th of September. In each 
edition there will be considerable new mate¬ 
rial which has never before been translated, 
and instead of one translator for each edition 
there will be several, and there will be a num¬ 
ber of critical and interpretive essays written 
by professors of romance languages in several 
of the largest universities. 

TESTIMONIAL TO W. J. GAGE, OF

OBITUARY NOTES. 

The death of Frances Boyd Calhoun thi§ 
month is reported from Covington, Term. 
Mrs. Calhoun was the author of “Miss Mi¬ 
nerva and William Green Hill,” a little book 
published recently by Reillv & Britton, of 
Chicago, which has gained a considerable 
popularity and is now in its fourth edition. 

Ernest Nister, of Nuremberg, Bavaria, 
whose fine art publications were known 
throughout the world, died recently at Nur¬ 
emberg. Mr. Nister, who was about sixty 
years of age, had been in failing health for 
seme time. His genius was recognized offi¬ 
cially by the German Government, who 
created him a Knight of Labor. 

J. Q. Preble, the founder of one of the 
largest manufacturing stationery concerns in 
this country, died on June 23, aged eighty- 
three. Mr. Preble was born in Maine, but 
came to New York City when a very young 
man as a salesman for a New England sta¬ 
tionery firm. A few years later he set up in 
that business for himself in Beekman Street, 
later at 77 White Street and 54 Franklin 
Street. Mr. Preble retired from business 
twenty years ago: 

Alfred Jackson, bookseller and stationer, 
died on June 2 at his home in Rochester, 
N. Y., where he had been in business since 
1876. Mr. Jackson was born in England, May 
14, 1849, and came to this country in 1873, 
making his home in Rochester. Three years 
later, in partnership with Mr. Wells, he con¬ 
tinued the book business of D. M. Dewey. 
After several years Mr. Wells retired and 
the firm became Jackson & Burleigh. Twenty 
years ago Mr. Burleigh retired, and from that 
time until he died Mr. Jackson ran the store 
alone. Until seven years ago the store was 
in Reynolds Arcade. At that time it was 
moved to 14 State Street. The following 
resolutions were adopted by the Rochester 
booksellers and stationers: 

“Mr. Alfred Jackson was a man of fine personal 
qualities and strict business integrity, devoted to his 
business and true to his friends. He was called 
upon to .suffer much of pain and anguish through 
physical infirmity during many years of his life, 
and his latter days were passed in severe weakness 
and suffering. He never complained, however, and 
a cheery voice and presence was ever in evidence as 
he greeted his friends and business associates. We 
shall greatly miss him in our business and private 
walks, and lender to his afflicted wife and son our 
most heartfelt sympathy.” 


NOTES ON AUTHORS. 

Harriet Beecher Stowe, on June 14, cele¬ 
brated the ninety-eighth anniversary of her 
birth. Fifty-nine years ago Mrs. Stowe sent 
into the world a work that had a far greater 
effect than any other on the progress and 
destiny of this country. James Forbes 
Rhodes, in his “History of the United States,” 
says that no literary influence had as much to 
do with the change of sentiment which took 
place in the Northern States between 1850 
and i860 as “Ur.cle Tom’s Cabin.” The emi¬ 
nent English political economist, T. E. Cairnes. 
remarked in his work on the “Slave Power” 
that “the fugitive slave law was of doubtful 
benefit to the slave power; its first fruit was 
'Uncle Tom’s Cabin.’”

The J. K. Gill Co., Portland, Ore., are 
issuing a series of post-cards commemorating 
the annual rose show given in that city. 

A new edition of “The Spiritual Develop¬ 
ment of St. Paul,” by the Rev. Dr. George 
Matheson, the blind preacher and theologian, 
is being brought cut by Thomas Whitaker, 
Inc. 

George W. Jacobs & Co. have in preparation 
“A History of Germany, 1715-1815,” by C. T. 
Atkinson, modern history lecturer at Exeter 
College, Oxford. It deals fully with the con¬ 
flicts which rent the German states from 
the death of Louis xiv. and the final over¬ 
throw of Napoleon. 

Lothrop, Lee & Shepard have in prepara¬ 
tion a new book by'George Cary Eggleston, 
entitled “Irene of the Mountains.” The scene 
of the story is Richmond immediately before 
and during the war between the states, but the 
earlier chapters describe the mountain folk 
and their politics. The story will be illus¬ 
trated by Frank T. Merrill. 

The Century Co. is making a book to be 
called “Stories of the Great West,” consisting 
of Theodore Roosevelt’s best work on the 
history of and life in the West, chapters from 
“Winning of the West,” “Hero Tales” and 
“Ranch Life and the Hunting Trail.”

et de Legislation Comparee. The book gives 
an account of the gradual growth of Interna¬ 
tional Arbitration from the time of the Thirty 


Years’ War to the present day, and discusses 
the possibilities of its future development. 

Popular Mechanics, 225 Washington 
Street, Chicago, will publish next week the 
first of its series of 25-cent Industrial Hand¬ 
books, entitled “Mission Furniture, How to 
Make It.” The book consists of directions 
how to make a large assortment of pieces of 
Mission Furniture of most approved design, 
the instructions being accompanied by dimen¬ 
sioned working drawings. In style it is.like 
Popular Mechanics, written in plain English. 

The Oxford University Press is about to 
bring out a work entitled “Theodore Roose¬ 
velt : Dynamic Geographer,” an essay by 
Frank Buffington Vrooman, F.R.G.S. The book 
is based on a lecture recently delivered to the 
School of Geography at Oxford. Mr. Vroo¬ 
man considers that Mr. Roosevelt has pre¬ 
cipitated the wcrld issue of the twentieth 
century, and that a new era in world politics 
and a new day for rational, ethical and con¬ 
structive democracy dawned the day he was 
sworn in as President of the United States. 

The John Lane Company publish this 
week a novel entitled “Mrs. Gramercy-Park,” 
by A. R. Goring Thomas, dealing with the 
lust for money among certain circles in Eng¬ 
lish society; “Diana Dethroned,” by W. M. 
Letts, a novel that will appeal to the lover of 
nature, the fields and flowers and flashing 
streams; also, “The English House,” by W. 
Shaw Sparrow, who describes for the lay 
reader, in untechnical language, the evolution 
of the English house through the centuries, 
dealing with the human side of the house as 
well as with its history and architecture. 

Longmans, Green & Co. have just ready 
the authorized translation, by Harry W. 
Morse, of Harvard University, of Wilhelm 
Ostwald’s “Fundamental Principles of Chem¬ 
istry.” They will bring out shortly a volume 
entitled “The Gilds of China,” by Hosea 
Ballou Morse, the author of a recently pub¬ 
lished work on “The Trade and Administra¬ 
tion of the Chinese Empire.” In his forth¬ 
coming book, which is fully illustrated, is 
given an account of the Gild Merchant, or 
Co-hong, of Canton, together with a descrip¬ 
tion of the workings of the Chinese gild 
system. 

M. Loys Delteil, Rue des Beaux-Arts, 
Faris, will publish in December a work en¬ 
titled “Jean Baptiste Isabey: Sa Vie: Son 
Temps, 1757-1855,” by Mme. de Basily-Calli- 
maki. The painter Isabey studied under David 
and was first miniature painter to Napoleon. 1. 
The volume will be 26 x 34 in size, and will 
contain about 450 pages printed on hand-made 
paper specially manufactured, with the water¬ 
mark Isabey. The illustrations will include 
three heliographs in color and about 250 re¬ 
productions of his work, portraits and docu¬ 
ments of all kinds. About 500 numbered cop¬ 
ies will be printed with the paging in Arabic 
numbers, and 50 copies on Japan paper, with 
the paging in Roman numbers. The price of 
the work will be 300 fr. on the hand-made 
paper and 500 fr. on the Japan paper. 

Mrs. Humphry Ward s novels have been 
classified by Clement Shorter as belonging to 
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three decades. To the first period belong the 
Elsmere story and two or three which fol¬ 
lowed it. In the second decade Mrs. Ward 
has presented actual life with altered circum¬ 
stances. “Lady Rose’s Daughter” is a clever 
rewriting of the story of the Marquise du 
Deffand and Mile. Lespinasse. “The Mar¬ 
riage of William Ashe” is a retelling of the 
affairs of Lord Melbourne and Lady Caroline 
Lamb, while “Fenwick’s Career” is a para¬ 
phrase of the career of Romney. With “Mar¬ 
riage a la Mode” Mrs. Ward makes her third 
departure and devotes herself to the divorce 
question. “The thing which strikes me 
strongly,” says Mr. Shorter, “is the charac¬ 
teristic hatred of her sex which women novel¬ 
ists of the secondary rank always display and 
which was particularly observable in the work 
of George Eliot.” 

The Saalfield Publishing Company, 
Akron, O., will bring out at once an attractive 
book for children by Dr. James Ball Naylor, 
entitled “Dicky Delightful of Rainbow Land.” 
Dr. Naylor, a novelist of no small reputation, 
has devoted his energies for the last tw r o or 
three years to juveniles, and each story shows 
far greater care bestowed upon it than the 
average author thinks necessary for a child’s 
tale. It may be that this is the reason for the 
readability of his stories, for certain it is that 
it would be difficult indeed to find more in¬ 
tensely interesting books than this. Dicky is 
truly a delightful youngster, who has a gen¬ 
erous share of adventures. His real name is 
Richard D. Lightner, but an uncle first called 
him Dicky and then facetiously played upon 
the name, converting Dicky D. Lightner into 
Dicky Delightful. The book will be issued in 
handsome dress—many text illustrations, six 
full-page drawings in colors, cover in color, 
etc. 

Doubleday, Page & Co. will publish at once 
a novel entitled “The Patience of John Mor- 
land,” by Mary Dillon, author of “Rose of 
Old St. Louis,” etc. The story is one which 
involves various personages in the adminis¬ 
tration of President Jackson, and incidentally 
depicts that period of American history. 
There are four illustrations in color by 
Charles M. Relyea. At the same time will 
be published an additional volume in the 
Kipling Pocket edition, “From Sea to Sea ;” 
also, “House Plants,” by Parker Thayer, de¬ 
scribed as “a manual of the best plants for 
house cultivation and indoor decoration, giv¬ 
ing foliage and flowers all summer and win¬ 
ter; their raising from seed and home prop¬ 
agation, etc. They have in preparation a ro¬ 
mance which has for its subject Hendrik 
Hudson and his discoveries in America. The 
book is by Ford Madox Hueffer, author of 
“English and the English,” etc., and is en¬ 
titled “The Half Moon.” The earlier scenes 
of Mr. Hueffer’s story are laid in the ancient 
town of Rye, England. The personality of 
Hudson, his ambitions as an explorer, and the 
New World adventures which lent a roman¬ 
tic interest to his entire career naturally form 
the main theme of the book, which is cal¬ 
culated to have an additional timely interest 
in view of the approaching Hudson tercen¬ 
tenary celebration. 


Houghton Mifflin Company will publish 
shortly a memorial volume of the lectures, 
papers and letters of the late Professor 
Charles Edward Garman, of Amherst College, 
prepared with' the co-operation of the class 
of 1884, by Eliza Miner Garman, with an in¬ 
troduction by James FI. Tufts ; a special edi¬ 
tion of a careful and interesting account of 
the great Boston fire of 1872, compiled from 
many sources, entitled “Letters Written by a 
Gentleman in Boston to his Friend in Paris, 
describing the Great Fire, with introductory 
Chapters by Plarold Murdock, with a number 
of contemporary illustrations; “A Student’s 
History of American Literature,” by Professor 
William E. Simonds, of Knox College, with 
bibliographies, chronological table and appro¬ 
priate illustrations; “Social Development and 
Education,” by Professor M. V. O’Shea, of 
the University of Wisconsin, which should 
make a strong appeal to all who are inter¬ 
ested in theoretical questions pertaining to 
human nature, and especially to those who are 
charged with care and culture of childhood and 
youth in the home, in the school and elsewhere; 
also, the following three volumes in the River¬ 
side Educational Monographs: “Education for 
Efficiency and the New Definition of the Cul¬ 
tivated Man,” by Charles W. Eliot; “Self- 
Cultivation in English,” by Professor George 
H. Palmer, of Harvard, and “The Moral 
Principles in Education,” by Professor John 
Dewey, of Columbia, who in this volume 
treats in a most authoritative way of the 
question of character forming in the schools 
and in the home, and shows how ineffectively 
the average school of to-day is meeting its 
responsibility for the moral training of chil¬ 
dren. 

Lemcke & Buechner, 30 W. Twenty-sev¬ 
enth Street, New York, have made arrange¬ 
ments with Dietrich Reimer, of Berlin, to 
bring out in this country a history of the Ger¬ 
mans in the United States by Rudolf Cronau, 
of New York City, entitled “Drei Jahrhun- 
derte deutschen Lebens in Amerika.” The 
work will be in one volume of about 560 
pages and will be adequately illustrated. 
They have also made arrangements to 
bring out in this country an edition—the 
Propylden Ausgabc —of Goethe’s complete 
works in forty volumes, of about 500 pages 
each, seven volumes to be brought out 
each year. Three supplementary volumes will 
contain a Goethe Iconography as follows: 
Vol. 1., Goethe and his works in contempor¬ 
ary illustration, including all available pic¬ 
tures of Goethe, silhouettes, medals, etc., 
Chodowiecki’s Duncker’s and other illustra¬ 
tors’ plates, (about 120,) to be ready Christ¬ 
mas, 1909. Vol. 11., Goethe’s family, friends 
and abodes, about 250 illustrations. Vol. 111., 
Documents, facsimile reproductions of his 
mss., about 100 plates. Not only all that 
Goethe himself meant to be printed will be 
reproduced in this edition, but also a repre¬ 
sentative selection from his letters and dia¬ 
ries, without a pedantic striving for com¬ 
pleteness. The text, based on the Weimar 
edition, will be edited by competent Goethe 
scholars, in chronological order, as far as 
feasible, visualizing the development of his 
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genius, and assisting in the enjoyment of 
studying him—in short, a really representa¬ 
tive, splendid edition is contemplated, satis¬ 
fying the most fastidious booklover and 
Goethe-lover. 

G. W. Dillingham, New York, will bring 
out shortly in book form Miss Olga Nether- 
sole's famous play, “The Writing on the 
Wall,” changed into a strong novel by Ed¬ 
ward Marshall. The book will be an even 
stronger exposition of New York City’s tene¬ 
ment-house evils than the famous and de¬ 
lightful artist’s play was. It will deal es¬ 
pecially with the much-discussed landlordism 
of the New York Trinity Church corporation. 
They announce a volume entitled “True 
Detective Stories,” by A. L. Drummond, 
former chief of the United States Secret 
Service. The volume contains seventeen 
stories ranging from the days immediately 
following the Civil War to Broadway as it 
is to-day. The biggest, brainiest criminals of 
almost half a century—both men and women 
—pass in review before the reader as this 
grizzled ex-chief of the United States Service 
tells his tales. They will publish next month 
“Redcloud of the Lakes,” a novel by Fred¬ 
erick R. Burton, author of “Strongheart,” 
As its name suggests, the book deals with 
Indians. It is said to be a presentation of 
Indian life and character drawn entirely from 
the author’s personal knowdedge of the Ojib- 
ways, among vvhom he lived for years 
and by whom he was adopted. The hero, 
like other personages in the story, was 
one of the author’s “brothers,” a handsome 
man who in a way is well known in cities east 
of the Mississippi, for he v : as always a con¬ 
spicuous member of the Indian company that 
travelled with Mr. Burton on his lecture 
tours. He is generally known as “Joe,” his 
Indian name being too long to remember. It 
was his individual solution of the Individual 
solution of the Indian problem that suggested 
the story. 

The University of Illinois, Urbana, Ill., 
has just published as vol. in, no. 3, of its 
University Studies, an interesting study en¬ 
titled “The History of Cumulative Voting 
and Minority Representation in Illinois, 1870- 
1908,” by Blaine F. Moore. The study em¬ 
bodies the results of an inquiry into the actual 
workings of the cumulative voting system for 
choosing representatives in the state legisla¬ 
ture and a discussion of the advantages and 
disadvantages of the system as they have been 
brought to light by nearly forty years’ ex¬ 
perience. The author shows that in but three 
instances during the forty years has the sys¬ 
tem failed to give the minority party in each 
district at least one representative, and that 
with three exceptions also third parties, such 
as prohibitionists or socialists, have been able 
to choose from two to five members in each 
legislature. Sometimes, how r ever, owing to 
circumstances fully explained by Mr. Moore, 
tfie minority party succeeds in electing two of 
the three representatives chosen from each 
district, leaving the majority party but one. 
This has happened tw r enty-four times in all 


since 1870 One otjection raised to the sys¬ 
tem is that since its successful working re¬ 
quires party control and supervision in deter¬ 
mining the number of candidates to be nom¬ 
inated by the two dominant parties in each 
district, political “machines” are necessarily 
maintained and strengthened. The proposi¬ 
tion made by certain reformers that each 
party should be required by law to nominate 
three candidates in each district so as to give 
the voters a wider range of choice, is shown 
by Mr. Moore to be impracticable, since it 
w'ould result in giving the majority party all 
three of the members from the district. The 
present system, with remarkably few r excep¬ 
tions, secures what it v r as intended to secure, 
namely, representation of the principal minor¬ 
ity party in each legislative district. Whether 
it should be retained is therefore a question 
mainly of the merits of minority representa¬ 
tion as a principle of government. 

The Macmillan Company have brought 
out this w r eek James Lane Allen’s new book, 
“The Bride of the Mistletoe,” the first of his 
books to be published in six years. As with 
the rest of Mr. Allen’s work, the scene of the 
novel is laid in Kentucky. Christmas, the 
secret, deep significance of its many rites and 
customs, reaching far back into the shadows 
of antiquity, the silent message of the woods, 
all exert their mystic influence upon a man 
and woman, as the two approach and live 
through the crisis of their lives. The capacity 
of human nature for joy and for sorrow is 
revealed in this book, but also, under the spell 
of Mr. Allen’s art, the subtle, intangible forces 
of the universe emerge from their obscurity 
and appear for a brief space before our un¬ 
accustomed eyes. But this is only the frame¬ 
work of the picture, the setting which throws 
into relief Mr. Allen's conception of a love 
from which the soul has fled, of a union un¬ 
dermined by the woar of life. They have also 
just ready an interesting study in Revolu¬ 
tionary history which they are bringing out 
for the Columbia University Press, in “The 
Transition in Illinois from British to Amer¬ 
ican Government,” by Dr. Robert Livingston 
Schuyler, who has treated of the events which 
resulted in the abandonment by Great Britain 
of the territory which has since been devel¬ 
oped into the Great Middle West. What 
would have happened had England retained 
her grip upon it is an interesting subject for 
speculation; w r hy and how she did not is the 
subject of this attractive book. In “How to 
Identify the Stars,” also just ready, Professor 
Willis I. Milham has provided exactly the 
information which amateur astronomers wish 
to find at hand. With the aid of the charts 
and plans at the back of the book, the identi¬ 
fication of the constellations becomes a simple 
undertaking, and in the text is to be found 
much compact information.
